Specification 

1. The amendment filed October 10, 2003 is objected to under 35 U.S. C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the gamma prime phase material inserted in 
paragraph [0007].

(Burns) do not disclose the melting means or electro beam to deliver different power levels to the 
different materials. Combining Corderman and Burns will not provide the limitation either. It is 
only through hindsight based upon Applicant's invention that one would be motivated to deliver 
different power levels to the different materials.
